George W. Allen Passes Away—Footpads 
at Work—Other Items. 

Mi.wavker, Wis., Jan. 24—[Special ]|— 
After an illness of three weeks George W. 
Allen died this morning. Mr. Allen had been 
ailing for nearly two yearss The immediate 
cause of his death was a complication of ail- 
ments, among them nervous prostration and 
an inability to retain food, so that slow 
‘starvation ensued. Mr. Allen earned a Na- 
tional reputation some years ago through his 
successful efforts to have the duty on raw 
material. removed. He was a protection- 
ist, but he thought that much raw 
material should be allowed to come into 
the country free of duty. He went 
to Washington and labored two or three 
months to have the duty on raw hides re- 
moved. The Eastern tanners sent him a 
magnificent carriage as a token of their ap- 
preciation of his efforts in their behalf, but he 
did not accept tne gift until the donors had 


agreed to a proposition to allow him to pay 


the full price of the vehicle. About the same 
time the tanners of the West tendered him a 
banquet in Chicago and presented him with 
a costly Elgin watch, which he acce 
Mr, Allen was born at Cazenovia, N. Y., in 
1818, and since 1851 he had been a resident of 
this city. Mr. Allen is survived by his wife, 
who isa niece of Chief Justice Savage of 
New York. At the time of his death ne was 
a ber of the Chamber of Commerce, a 
tor of the Northwestern National In- 
surance Company, and the President of the 
Wisconsin Leather Company. Mr. Allen 
was always an active Repuvlican, and at one 
time was prominently mentioned for the 
United States Senate.

STANDARD OIL TO PAY THE PRODUCERS. 


Arranging the Burdens of the Great Shut 
= Down of the Wells. 

New York, Jan. 24.—Ataconference today

The cost to 
the producers of this oil carried up to July 1 
would be about 85 cents, so that the guar- 
antee is practically for 90 cents July 1 for the 
oil unsold.

CONSECRATION OF BISHOP VINCENT. 


It Will Take Place at Cincinnati, O., Today 
—Those Who Will Officiate. 
Cincinnati, O., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
most imposing religious event for half a cen- 
tury in this city will be the consecration to- 
morrow of the Rev. J. Boyd Vincent as Epis- 
copal Bishop of the Southern Diocese of Ohio. 
Elaborate preparations have been made for 
the event, which will take place in St. Paul's 
Church, beginning at bait past 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. Dr. Vincent at the time 
of his election to the Bishopric was rector of 
the most influential and largest Episcopal 
church in Pittsburg. Fifty of huis parish- 
ioners are on hand to attend the ceremonies. 
Bishop Whitehead of Pennsyivania will 
act as chief, while Bishop Spalding of 
Colorado, senior Bishop of the church, will 
preach the sermon. Bishops Knickerbocker 
of Indiana and Dudley of Kentucky will as- 
sist in the consecration. Nearly 100 Evisco- 
pal clergymen will be present. The musical 
program will be rendered by twenty-four 
chorister boys, a male chorus, and two solo- 
ists. Several hundred prominent churchmen 
are expected from all parts of tne country. 
Tomorrow night the new Bishop will be 


given a reception, for which 1,000 invitations 


have been issued. The last consecration in 
this city was that of Bishop Polk in 1838, 
fifty-one years ago, and this occasion is at- 
tracting so much attention that the commit 
tee in charge is besieged for tickets of admis- 
sion. The ceremonies attending the conse- 
cration will last three hours.

COURSE OF A DERELICT VESSEL. 


Abandoned Off Delaware Bay She Makes 
Her Way to the Hebrides. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 24.—A telegram | 


received today by the hydrographer of the 
Navy Department from Stornoway (in the 
Hebrides, off the northwest coast. of Scotland) 
marks the completion of the long and erratic 
cruise of the derelict American schooner 
W. L. White, abandoned off Delaware Hay 
March 13, during the great blizzard. Ali her 
crew were rescued, and the vessel, with 
masts and a portion of her sails standin 
and ensign set, with union down, started o 
to the southeast before the northwest gale. 
Upon reaching the gulf stream she turned 
away to the eastward and. commenced her 
long cruise toward Europe, directly in the 
track of the thousands of vessels engaged in 
transatlantic commerce, and now, after an 
interval of ten months and ten days she has 
completed her voyage and lies stranded on 
the coast of Lewis Island, one of the Hebri- 
des. Her track, as plotted on the pilot chart, 
is extremely interesting, Ulustrating as it 
does the track followed by a derelict vessel 
under the combined and varying influence 
of the prevailing winds and currents as weil 
as the danger to commerceof such obstruc- 
tions on the high seas, twenty-six of which 
are shown on the pilot chartin their latest 
reported positions, and every great ocean 
steamer adds to tne number.

The shark can lend, at 10 per cent 
a month, $25 on furniture worth $300, and 
simply because he is pleased to fancy that his 
security is in danger can confiscate it. A 
bill has been introduced in the Legislature to 
end this. It provides that there shall be no 
-foreclosure except in a court of competent 
jurisdiction, which involves giving notice to 
the mortgageor. It also provides that there 
shall be ao seizure before foreclosure, except 
by the Sheriff, thus estopping the constables 
from plying their infamous arts. It is of course 
impossible to deal with personal as strictly as 
with real property when it comes to the en- 
forcement of a lien, for the latter is fixed and 


‘immovable, while the former sometimes flies 


by night; but something must be done to put 
an end to the scandalous practices of swin- 
dling, usurious money-lenders, whose rob- 
beries are limited only by their opportunities, 
and who have been able to enlist officers of 
the law as belpers in their infamous work. 


A NEW CONSTITUTION NOT WANTED. 

A committee of the Citizens’ Association 
has submitted a report recommending that a 
constitutional convention be calied and a 
new Constitution adopted for this State to re- 
place the present one, which it says was “a 
“ theoretical experiment,” and which has 
been outgrown. “The theories of the pres- 
„ent Constitution,” it says, do not seem to 
“be suited to the present condition of the 
“State or of its individual communiwes.” 
„The theory of the Constitution of 1870, if 
„ver a proper one, has been outgrown.” It 
aimed at the repression or curtailment of 
“ jegislative power.” 

Now, what were the theories of the pres- 
ent Constitution, and how did they come to 
be it corporated in the organic law! 

Two theories pervade and animate the 
Constitation of 1870. One is that the author- 
ies of the State and the municipalities into 
which it is subdivided, from county down to 
school district, shall not be suffered to 
plunge them into the abyss of bottomless 
debt and bankruptcy, but shall pay as they 
go after reaching the constitutional limit. 
Tus other is, that there shall be no special 
‘laws passed where general laws will apply. 
These fundamental ideas were more keenly 
cherished in 1870 than now, because in the 
course of eighteen years many have forgot- 
ten—some who are IIlinoisans today never 
knew—tne sad condition of affairs when the 
present Constitution was considered by the 
body that adopted it, and was submitted to 
the people for their approval or rejection. 

While the State was slowly extricating 
itself from anonerous public work debt by 
means of the two-mill tax, every municipality, 
from Chicago down tothe smallest school 
district, seemed madly bent on piling up a 
bonded debt and blanket-mortgaging every- 

body’s property regardless of ability to pay 
or ot the objects for which this borrowed 
money was. expended. Tens of millions of 
bonds were issued to aid railroad building, 
for costly court-houses, for ornamental 
school-houses, or town-halls, or bridges, or 
to foster private enterprises. At the time 
the present Constitution was adopted this 
city had a bonded debt of about fifteen mill - 
ions and the cry was for issuing more bonds. 
It still has thirteen millions of that debt un- 
paid; but it cannot show five million dollars 
‘worth of property to represent it. The peo- 
ple woke from their frenzy for running into 
debt long enough to insert in their organic 


law that most beneficent provision, the five 


per cent limit—since incorporated in the Con- 
stitutions of many other States, older and 
newer, putting it out of the power of the 
speculators and taxeatersto bankrupt the 


people. 

Onder the old Constitution the time of the 
Légisiature was devoted not to passing laws 
intended for the whole people but in feeding 
the rapacity of the cormorants with special 
bills who swooped down oa Springfield from 
all quarters. County officers who wanted 
their pay increased. city officers who wanted 
their terms lengthéned, speculators who 
wished extravagant privileges granted by 

chartera, poliucians who wanted 
wards made or unmade and city charters 
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past, 18 now in condition for another blood- 
on a gigantic scale. For reasons of 


restoration of the good old time when any 
sharp fellow could, by aid of a special act, 
rob his neighbors. 


EFFECT OF INCREASED DUTIES ON WOOL. 

In an economic sense the advance of the 
wool duty 20 per cent in the Senate bill is as 
singular as itis in the political The hoped 
for increase in the price of wool can benefit 
the wool-growers only in case the demand 
for woolen goods will be uncheckeg. A mo- 
ment’s thought should convince statesmen at 
least that the contrary will be the fact. Of 
the 12,000,000 families in the United States 
fully 11,000,000 live close to their income. If 
the price of any article is advanced on them 


they must make food the loss by buying less 


of itor by the use of substitutes for the goods 
or produtts which just as they are increased 
in cost pass beyond their reach. If the duty 
on wool and woolen goods is advanced 20 per 
cent according to the Senate bill the demand 
for woolen goods will fali off in about the 
same proportion. The people will buy cheaper 
and fewer woolens, use more cotton and 
other substitutes as far as practicable, wear 
old clothes longer, and patch them more. 
Such economies and deprivations always fol- 
low an increase of price of an article which 
forces the mass of the people to reduce their 
consumption or use substitutes for articles 
advancing in cost. When the Sugar Trust 
put up prices about 14 per cent, which was a 
cent a pound, the first year showed a loss of 
10 per cent in the consumption of sugar, 
or nearly 200,000,000 pounds, notwithstand- 
ing a 8 per cent increase of population. 
So. always. .Eleven-twelfths of the peo 
ple live so close to their income that when 
rates are advanced on them they have no 
choice but to economize, reduce conswmp- 
tion, or use some other method to redis- 
tribute the loss. But even with the 1,000,000 
families that might stand the increase an ad- 
vanced price usually causes economy and a 
lessened use of the article. Three-fourths 
even of the well-to-do take this course. Per- 
haps there are not over 200,000 families in the 
United States that continue the unrestricted 
use of articles irrespective of large advances. 
in their price. 

How then can the Senate benefit the wool- 
growers by increasing the duty on wool and 
woolens, as the peopié will surely buy less 
woolen goods, wear them longer, patch more, 
and seek for shoddy and adulterated goods?! 
If wool is made so much dearer will not the 
flockmasters be left with a considerable part 
of their clip on their hands unsalable? 
How will they market it unless they 
reduce their prices? How in such a 
situation can they maintain the jumped-up 
prices except by heroic measures to equalize 
the supply ana demand — by killing and eat- 
ing a large proportion of their sheep? Just 
as certain'y as the thermometer is affected 
by the temperature a higher price for an ar- 
ticle causes a lessened demand in almost the 
same proportion. Can any one doubt thata 


goods would .causea falling off in the de- 
mand? The wool-growers of Texas and else- 
where must then find a large part of their 
product unsalable or they must reduce prices. 
Was it a fear ot that effect that caused the 
sheep-growers of Texas, New Mexico, and 
Arizona, and the Democratic flockmasters 
everywhere, except in Oregon, to vote for 
Cleveland, free wool, and cheap woolen 
clothing ? 


CAN PENNSYLVANIA GET “PROTECTION” 
AGAINST THE WEST? 

High tariff Pennsylvania desires a free ex- 
port trade to the rest of the world in selling 
her products, butin producing them wants 
protection not only against foreign competi- 
tors but even against other States of the 
Union, A dispatch from Harrisburg gives 
this description of the bill introduced in the 
Pennsylvania Legislature to exclude Western 
dressed beef trom the markets of that State: 


This committee has — @ bill which will 
be introduced in the use early in the session. 
=e bill provides for the appointment of in- 
tors in all parts of the State, whose duty it 
shall be to inspect all cattle on the hoof before 
they are permitted to enter the abattoirs. The 
bill also contains a provision which makes it a 
misdemeanor to expose, sell, or offer for sale any 
Gressed beef or any other fresh meat unless the 
animal from which it comes has been so in- 
spected within the limits of the State. The ef- 
fect of this is to debar the C o beef from the 
markets of Pennsylvania, which, outside of New 
York, are perhaps the most important for the 
syndicate in the country. 


Since the real purpose and effect of the 
measure is, as stated, to “debar Chicago 
[which means Western] beef from the mar- 
kets of Pennsylvania” the bill is plainly un- 
constitutional and would be set aside by the 
Federal courts as an unlawful attempt by a 
State to interfere with and destroy the free- 
dom of inter-State commerce. The attempt 
is under the guise of an inspection law to 
protect the community against the falsely 
alleged “diseased meat to interfere with 
and, in fact, destroy the freedom of inter- 
State commerce in dressed beef. The Su- 
preme Court has repeatedly declared that it 
would exercise the greatest vigilance to pre- 
vent such abuses of power by the States 
under color of enacting quarantine or in- 
spection laws. “The object of inspection 
laws,” said Chief Justice Marshall in 
& leading case, “is to improve the 
quality of articles produced by the labor 
of a country—to fit them for exportation or 
Lee domestic use. They act upon 

the subject before it becomes an article of 
commerce among the States, and prepare it 
for that purpose.” Hence a bona fide beef 
inspection law would provide for inspection 
at the place of slaughter before the beef 


‘the States and with a view “to prepare it 
for that purpose.“ Such a method of inspec 
tion Only can serve the purpose with a prod- 
uct like dressed beef, where the examination 
must take place before the animal is killed 
and not when the beef is offered for sale in 
another State. To demand that inspection 
on the hoof must take place only in the State 
where the meat is to be sold is equivalent to 
excluding the dressed beet of other States 
entirely—the good as well as the bad— 
and this cannot be done. The limit of an 
inspection law is to “tit the article for the 
market and give the purchaser assurance 
that it 18 in proper condition.” Hence a law 
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that State from Western competition would 
be nothing less than an unlawful attempt to 
violate the Constitutson of the United States 
and destroy the freedom of inter-State com- 
merce to get more tariff bonus for the over- 
fed Pennsylvanians. Pennsylvania has 
bought little and sold much to the West and 
waxed fat at the expense of this section, but 
she will hardly have. the freedom of inter- 
State commerce in any article wholly de- 
stroyed for her advantage. 0 


THE ANTI-GERMAN FUSS. 

It is an open question whether all the anti- 
German fuss now being made over Samoa, 
so far as it concerns any rupture of the rela- 
tions between the United States and Ger- 


many, is not an effort to build a mountain 


out of a mole-hill. So far as any treaty ob- 
ligations between this country and Samoa 
are concerned, even accepting the most rad- 
ical view of them, they amount to nothing 
more than the benevolent expression of a 
friendly interest in the future welfare of these 
unbreeched islanders, sufficient to keep a 
coaling station there for the advantage of a 
trade with those little specks of islands in 
the midst of the Pacific which we do not yet 


‘possess, 


So far as any treaty obligations with Ger- 
many are concerned, Bismarck flatly denies 
there areany and he ought to know. The 
whole squabble is a petty one, and when 
sifted down will probably be found to be 
confined to the personal ambitions of the re- 
spective Consuls, though why we should 
have any Consul there at all is another of 


| those things which no fellow can find out.” 


The statement that American flags have 
been torn down and that Americans have 
been molested is problematical, to say the 
least; but, even if they have, what are we 
going to do about it, or of what value are 
the wooden tubs we are sending there! if 
we are going to fight Germany would it not 
be well first to build something that can 
fight—that can give as well as take blows! 
if we had one of Congressman Thomas’ war- 
ships, constructed on the ‘‘ Vesuvius” plan, 
ready to vomit: forth dynamite, we might 
talk war, but until then we had better keep 
away from Samoa and stay at home and let 
England and Germany do the fighting. A 
Nation that dares not guarantee the bonds 
of a canal crossing American territory be- 
cause it has no vessels to protect it ought 
not to talk abow fighting for a rocky island 
thousands of miles away from it.

Ir is a long time since the statesmen at 
Washington have been able to touch the wool 
schedules of the tariff without finding in the 
end they had been wool gathering and had 
pulled the wool over theirowneyes. The re- 


cent action of the Senate in increasing the 


wool duties 20 per cent promises no éxcep- 
tion to the rule. Politically, the action taken 
seems odd, because the persons supposed to 
be benefited thereby are mostly Texas 
and New Mexico Democrats who voted 
for Cleveland and the Mills free wool 
bill, and protested against the blessing 
now being forced upon them. Most of 
the wool manufacturers and nearly all of 
their employés ¥oted for free wool and 
rallied enthusiastically about Cleveland and 
the Mills bill. Such also was the case 
with the Democratic flockmasters in Ohio 
and Indiana who keep sheep with a view to 
@ profit from tne wool. Texas, the great 
wool-growing State, went almost solid for 
free trade in wool, adaing about 8, 000 votes 
to the enormous Democratic majority of four 
years ago. The Democrats carried New 
Mexico and Arizona, where immense flocks 
are pastured, and the Republicans lost heav- 
ily in California, notwithstanding their 
pledge that they would preserve or advance 
the duties on wool. In Ohio the promised 
landslide of Democratic wool-growers to the 
Republican party did not take place on elec- 
tion day, nor in Indiana either. Politically, 
therefore, it seems odd to many that the Sen- 
ate should insist on a policy which alhenates 
the votes of city workmen, secures no in- 
crease of Republican strengthin the Btates 
and Territories devoted to sheep husbandry, 
except in Oregon, but which will surely bear 
hard on Northern and Western people, farm- 
ers included, in the form of dearer woolen 
clothes. Why should a Republican Senate 
force on the free trade woolen manufactur- 
ers and operatives and on the Southwestern 
Democratic free trade States and Territories 
a polhcy against which these classes and 
sections protest?

“TI suppose it Bismarck wants to express 
his opinion upon any subject he feels at 
perfect liberty to do so, but also suppose 
that the expression of such opinion will not 
serve to deter the American people from 
carrying out any policy they may adopt as 
desirable or necessary. The Samoan Islands 
are on the highway of commerce across the 
Pacific an and are of great importance 
with relation to the development of trade via 
the projected canals across the Isthmus 
of Panama ana across Nicaragua. To a 
Power whose ships are sent on long cruises 
the establishment of coal stations isa 
necessity, and the location of one on the cen- 
tral island of the Samoan group, as provided 
for in the proposed amendment to the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Appropriation bill, re- 
ported by the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
uon, is looked upon as one of great impor- 
tance to us.“ 

Such members of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs as could be seen tonight were 
averse to discussing freely the present state 
of our relations with Samoa, in view of the 
fact that the subject is now bofore the com- 
mittee, and they are expected to communi- 
cate their views formally to the House in the 
shape of a report. 

Representative Russell of Massachusetts, 
who was today designated as a member of 
the sub-committee having the matter in 
charge, said that he realiy knew little of 
Samoan affairs. He had not read tne cor- 
respondéiice sent to Congress by the Presi- 
dent, but intended to do so &s soon as it came 
before the committee in an official way. 
When told of the position taken by the North 
German Gazette Mr. Russell remarked that 
“if matters should reach an extreme point 
I don’t believe that we are going to be eaten 
up by any European Power.”’ a 

Representative Rockwell also pleaded i- 
norance. He remarked in a jocular manner 
that the matter had been referred to a sub- 
committee and he had no doubt that it would 
declare war. 

A PEACEFUL VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 

Mr. Hitt, a leading Republican member of 
the committee, was inclined to take a peace- 
ful view of the situation. He listened care- 
tully to the reading of the North German Ga- 
rette article, and then remarked thut he did 
not notice that it contained anything that 
was untrue. There was a skillful play upon 
words, as would be observed upon reflection. 
There was no information in nis possession 
to the effect that the United States and Ger- 
many had by treaty bound themselves to 
preserve Samoan autonomy. Still it was 
evident that while cautiously written 
the article created a hostile spirit, 
incited no doubt by exaggerated accounts 
which bad reached lin of the feeling ia 
America. The fact is,” said Mr. Hitt, that 
we ere suffering for lack of information. 
The President, to use his term, ‘relegates’ 
the entire subject to Congress, but unfortu- 
nately waited to 2 a copy of the agree- 
ment between representatives of the 
United States, England, and Germany. Just 
what that agreement is or how it binds tae 
United States nobody in Congress knows, but 
it must be a bad agreement under which the 
present state of affairs in Samoa has re- 
suited. So long as the country knows 
that the wise men of both political 
parties in the Senate have been fully advised 
and taken into the President's confidence 
the people rest in ease. But they are not dis- 
posed to trust too much to the ability of one 
man, particularly one who has been 80 
iamentably unlucky in the exercise of his 

u t. 


Continuing, Mr. Hitt said that the Berlin 
dispatch did not add to the information we 
already possess. Touching the possibility of 
serious trouble resulting from the Samoan 
affair, he was disposed to make light of it. 
Of course, said he, there cannot for an in- 
stant be any doubt asto the action of the 
United States H an attempt is made to mis- 
treat us. But he had confidence in the stron 
common sense of the leaders on both sides o 
the sea. After all, a matter of such 
slight importance could not reasonably be ex- 

ted to bring about war between the 
United States anda nation which has for 
us the kindest, warmest feelings. Even Bis- 
marck would not be likely to push the mat- 
ter too far Jest he should lose the moral sup- 
port of the German ple, who remember 
with gratitude the kindly and effectual aid 
extended to them in ume of trouble by the 
United States, which had resulted in saving 
the lives and property of thousancs of Ger- 
man citizensin a foreign country. But it 
was possible, said Mr. Hitt in conclusion, 
that 1f Prince Bismarck had an idea that he 
was dealing with a weak and moribund Ad- 
ministration he might readily fall hack upon 
his old and well known policy in order to 
gratify the passion of the German people for 
colonial possessions. 

SOME DEMOCRATIC OPINIONS. 

Benator Brown of Georgia said that in view 
ot his position as a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee he preferred not to say 
anything in regard to the Samoan question 
at its present stage. When the matter ma- 
tured he said be would be perfectly willing 
to talk about it.

They Thiak the United States Too Enthu- 
siastic. 

New York, Jan. 24.— [Special.] Some re- 
markable editorials appeared in che leading 
German papers of this city today in reference 
to the Bamoan affair. The Staats- Zeitung says, 
speaking of Senator Shérman’s proposition 
in regard to allowing $500,000 and $100,000 in 
this emergency, that it should occasion no 
surprise. Then it goes on to say that it will 
cost nalf a million dollars to send a man of 
war to Samoa, and reminds American states- 
men that nothing has been done to improve 
the harbor of Pago Pagoduring the eleven 

ears it nas been in their possession. “ The 
atest report,” it continues. that the German 
Consulate in Apia has been destroyed by fire is 
of serious moment. Vice-Consul Blacklock 
reports that it was aa accident, but it is not 
impossible that another version of the affair 
may come from another source, and this 
would be of grave consequence, because in 
this country people are not inclined to admit 
that any German complaint is justified, and 
in view of such a sentiment, unreasonable as 
it may be, the outiook, should new com- 

lications arise, would not be favorable.” 
The article concludes by hinting that the en- 
thusiasm of American statesmen would rap- 
idly diminish if they were to be informed by 
cabie that Germany bad decided to go hand 
in hand with Great Britain in regard to the 
Samoan affair. 

The article in the New- Yorker Zeitung begins 
by lamenting the want of discretion in the 
matter shown by editors of American papers 
and bv insisting that if the sensational re- 
ports were properly sifted nothing would re- 
main but attacks oa German brutality and a 
denunciation of Bismarck’s arrogance. “*We 


are too much accustomed in this country,“ it 


continues, to think that we are in a posi- 
tion which does not really exist, and under 
the influence of this illusion we insult the 
whole world.“ 


CARING FOR PANAMA CANAL LABORERS. 


Their Return to Their Native Countries 
Suggested to Consuls at Panama. 

PANAMA, Jan. 16.—Dec, 8 three strong earth- 
quake shocks were felt in Iquiquique, Perv, 
with an intermission of only from five to 
seven seconds. 

Nov. 19 the Bolivian House of Deputies 
passed a law authorizing the Executive to 
effect a loan of £2,000,000,

The following precautionary circular was 
addressed by the Secretary of the Govern- 
ment to membera of the consular corps: 

Sir; I have received orders from the Governor 
to address you this circular in order that you 
will follow under the circumstances which may 
ensue on the suspension of work on the canal, 
. occupation a considerable num- 
ber of laborers, the majority of whom derive their 
subsistence from the occupations. The Gov- 
ernment is in duty bound to maintain order and 
peace, and possesses the means with which to do 
so, but it is desirous of avoiding all stringent 
measures and for this reason will use every ef- 
fort to obtain a decorous and peaceable solution 
of the difliculty. The Government believes that 
if an arrangement were reached by the Consuls 
and the Government of Panama under which 
the men of different nationalities. might 
be returned to their native countries 
such would be the best course 
that could be adopted; and it may correctly be 
supposed you now hold no instruchons repecting 
this urgency. It is to be desired that whilst ad- 
vising your Government of the emergency which 
it is now suspected may ensue, you will ask dis- 
tinct orders which will enable you to tend to 
bring about the solution which ail scek. I must 
also explain to ou in the name of the 
Governor that the Government of this section 
will fully comply with all its duties and will 
maintain peace and order on the isthmus how- 
ever painful may be the measures it may ve 
forced to adopt. And it hereby declares that it 
will refuse to be held responsibie for tne results 
of the measures which may be adopted. Please 
acknowledge the receipt of this communica- 
tion and — the expressions of esteem with 
which I have the honor to remain, your obedient 
servant, FRANCISCO DE FasBusa Ho.

WEBSTER’S LETTER ON THE TARIFF. 


He Said “the Country Could Not Prosper 
Under Frequent and Violent Changes.” 
Trenton, N. J., Jan. 19.—Attorney General 

W. 8. Stockton in looking over some letters 

of his father, the late Commodore Stockton, 

found one from Daniel Webster to the Com- 


modore. It was dated Boston, Aug. 25. 1831. 
It was written at the time that the tariff was 
occupying public attention to a greater or 
less extent. The letter is one that ought to 
interest the average citizen, even though it 
was written nearly sixty years ago. Its con- 
tents were as follows: 

My Dear Sir: Although it is true we have 
had little communications recently on litical 
Subjects, yet it gave me pleasure to receive your 
letter of Aug. 19.. If we have lately differed in 
opinion about men or measures, our general ob- 
ject, I am sure, has been the same, and we both 
equally desire to promote tne honor and pros- 
perity of the country. You appear to think it 
advisable that I should get back to what you 
denominate my free trade notions of 1824. 0 
difficulty, my dear sir, on that subject consists 
not in my ition, but in the position of the 
country. ow can the country go back to 
1824? T find not much to alter in the opinions I

that on subjects of that kind ume and the ex- 

stig state of th are the main elements to 

be considered in forming practical opinions. I 

Was content with the state of the law before 

1824 and opposed the change. But I declared at

Our country, my dear sir, can bear many things, 
but it cannot bear, I think, frequent and violent 
changes in that which affects the daily industry 
and the duily bread of a vast portion of the com- 
munity. It is not my purpose, however, to dis- 
cuss these matters. Ihave no doubt the tariff 
laws might be amended if there existed a proper 
temper ana spirit so as to remove much of the 
existing dissatisfaction without prejudice to any 
interest. The great hindrance to this is that the 
friends of the tariff cannot modify and amend 
their own measures. They are afraid to touch it 
lest those who are enemies of the whole system 
should seize the occasion to destroy it all. 

You allude to the subject of the judiciary. I 
am not aware that on that subject my sentiments 
have at any time undergone a change. I hold 
the judiciary to be all important to the Govern- 
ment and the country, and I will add that I think 
it has many enemies and is in danger. 

Internal improvement is no doubt a delicate 


subject, and one which requires more than ordi- 
parily prudent management. Yet I do not see

A motion to concur was 

lost, and the Meyer contingent, baving car- 
ried their point, followed it up with an effort 
to have a steering committee appointed to 
keep the Republicun members posted while 


on the floor. This brought a mild protest 


from the Speaker, who informed the older 
members that it was their duty to constitute 
themselyes members of the steering com- 
thittee. The committee he will appoint will 
report in favor of concurring in the adjourn- 
ment resolution. “This will bea short ses- 
sion,” said he tonight. and the ill-advised 
action of a few members wili not prevent that 
result.“ 

The committee will doubtless be Paddock 
of Kankakee, Partridge of Lake, White of 
Whiteside, Hunter of Winnebago, Oglevee 
of De Witt, Crafts of Cook, and Wells of 
Adams.
